Washington. D. C — The nation's 
gasoline reserve is continuing its rec- 
ord-breaking climb, according to fig- 
urges compiled b the United States 
Bureau of Mines, which show that on 
May 1, the total stocks on hand 
amounted to 892,267,766 gallons, an in 
crease of 38.000,000 gallons over the 
previous high record mark of April 1 
While production records arc blng 
broken, the figures for the consump- 
tion are also on an upward spurt 
Thus, while domestic production for 
April. 1922. registered an Incroaso of 
10.96 per cent .over the production in 
April, 1921. domestic consumption of 
this product in April. 1922. shows an 
increase of 11.57 per cent, over the 
consumption figuures for April. 1921 
While the figures for domestic pro- 
duction plus imports of gasoline for 
April. 1922. registered an increased of 
13.43 per cent, over similar figures for 
April. 1921. The figures for domestic 
consumption plus exports and ship- 
for April of this year show an Incdease 
of 13.61 per cent over similar figures 
for the corresponding period last year. 

The production of gasoline during 
April, which amounted to 472.920.182 
gallons, showed practically no in- 
crease over March. Total consumption 
figures, including exports and ship- 
ments to Insular possessions, however 
show an increase of 12,000,000 gallons. 
Exports for April nmounted to 58,007,- 
495 gallons: shipments to insular pos 
sessions. 1,894,426 gallons; Imports. 
10.581,720 gallons; domestic consump- 
tion 385.563.870 gallons. 

A dally average of 1.357,000 barrels 
of oil was run through the stills of 
the 303 refineries reported to the Du- 
reau of Mines as operating during the 
the month of April. These figures 
show a decrease of 30,000 barres in the 
daily average run, and also 3 less op- 
erative plants than the report of the 
previous month. The April reports 
show operative plants to be running 
77 per cent of their dally indicated ca- 
pacity. 

The seasonal decline in the gasoline 
stock curve, occurlng generally during 
April or May, has not yet started, as Is 
evidence by the sharp Increase in re- 
serves. . 

Both production an dstocks of kero- 
sene showed an increase during the 
month of April. Stocks of this ma- 
terial on Hand on May amounted to 
325,836,126 gallons. Production of 
kerosene in April amounted to 188,809- 
385 gallons. Exports and shipments 
during the month consisted of 90,000,- 

000 gallons, this being the largest 
amount since December, 1920. 

Production of gas an dfuel oil do-

A number of farmers' national as- 
sociations arV co-operating with the 
Instltuto, but tho school will be Inde- 
pendent in administration and policies 
In the beginning, courses In the mar- 
keting of grain, livestock, fruits and 
vegetables, poultry and poultry prod- 
ucts, dairy products and cotton will 
be offered by the extonalon method, 
hut later a resident school of market- 
ing and agriculture economics will be 
established In Chicago. Thoro will 
also be an employment clearing house 
for marketing specialists. 

The significance of this new move-

H. Parker Willis, professor of bank- 
ing, Columbia L'nlvorslty; Doan H. W. 
Mumford of the College of Agriculture, 
Illinois; H. C. Taylor, chief of tho Bu- 
reau of Markets and Crop Estimates; 
W. J. Splllman, formerly chief of the 
Office of Farm Management, United 
Statea Department of Agriculture; W. 
S. Culbortson, of the United States 
Tariff Commission and E. Dana Du- 
rand, of the Department of Commerce. 

Member! of the advisory council, In 
addition to Mr. Howard, are E. T. 
Meredith, Sydney Anderson, Julius H. 
names, Harvey J. Sconce, and Brad- 
ford Knnpp. 

Ono of tho principal courses offered 
by the Institute relates to tho market- 
ing of cotton. This cburse has been 
organized under the Immdeiate super- 
vision of D. S. Murph, cotton mnrket- 
| Ing specialist of St. Mnthews, South 
Carolina, formerly In charge of the 
cotton division of the United States 
Rureau of Markets. A number of other 
southern men are contributing special 
lines of Instruction on such subjscts 
as warehousing and ctorage, co-opera- 
tive marketing, rotton exchange prac- 
tice, grading and classification. 

Several live stock authorities from 
Texas and the southwest are assisting 
In organlding courses In live stock 
marketing. These will cover such sub- 
jects as co-operativo shipping, class- 
ing and grading, transportation and 
stock-yards practices. 

The course of Instruction ocered by 
by the Institute will contain about 
fifty lessons, and will last for approxi- 
mately ono year, one lesson being sent 
to the student each week. Half of 
each course will be fundamental in- 
struction on agricultural economics, 
and the other half will be along Ihe 
special commodity lines chosen by the 
student for Btudy. 

Students will be charged enrollment 
fees, and tho Institute alms to bo self- 
supporting. Its original capital has 
been supplied by aboltit fifty agricul- 
turists. It Is not an endowed Institu- 
tion, for the founders assert this will 
make the school more responsive to 
actual educational demands In the 
farm field. During the first year the 
organizers expect most of the enroll- 
ment to come from such classes as 
county agricultural agents, progres- 
sive farmers, manngers of co-oporative 
associations, officers of farm associa- 
tions, young students of agriculture, 
extension workers, institute speakers 
and business men who handle farm 
products. 

The Idea behind the organization of 
the school arose out of the fact that 
heretofore there has been no adequate 
means of obtaining comprehensive In- 
struction in the field o ffarm market- 
ing, as distinguished from production. 
Most o fthe colleges touch on the sub- 
ject only generally. About a year ago 
Mr. Livingston, director of the insti- 
tute, with tho assistance of a group of 
agricultural leaders, began the organ- 
isation o fthe special courses. He ob- 
tained the aid of the seventy or more 
national authorities and they have 
been at work for many months In the 
writing of parts of the courses. These 
parts are now being assembled and

United States Valuation 

Would Correct Tariff Evils 



—Judjt De Vries. 



"America's markets being the best, 
its prices the highest and its money 
at par, this country has become the 

Soil of all regenerating trade," Judge 
larion De Vries, of the United States 
Court of Customs Appeals, says in a 
statement just issued in favor of the 
new Fordney Tariff Bill. 

"National self preservation, in that 
status, primarily demands, plenary 
defense of our markets against being 
made the dumping grounds of the 
world's products of cheap labor and 
production, augmented by extreme 
currency depreciation. 

"One needs to travel but little to be 
taught the distress and dire needs of 
our manufacturers, producers and 
laborers by the vacant shops, the 
smokeless stacks, and hopeless faces 
of our workmen, where before were 
the hum of activity and the smile of 
contentment. 

"Why? We turn to the morning 
paper. Every day it printed there the 
reason 'why. We read in one column, 
for example, that a cut of 20 per cent 
has been made in agricultural imple- 
ments, in another that four and one- 
half million of our laborers are out of 
employment, while in another column 
you read an official report to the De- 
partment of Commerce that the great 
Krupp plants of Germany, the pre- 
war output of and workmen in which 
contributed more to the world calam- 
ity and human suffering than any 
like Institution in history, now em- 
ployes 99,000 men as against 81,000 
men prior to the war; that they are 
contented and reasonably paid ; that 
the daily output of agricultural and 
varied products of that institution 
is greater than in history. 

"Upon every band we find in our 
land that to-day our goods are being 
driven from our markets, our factor- 
ies closed, our farms impoverished 
and our laborers thrown into idleness 
by the cheap productions of foreign 
countries which are hourly being 
dumped into this country. Three 
years ago the war closed. Almost 
every great commercial nation of the 
world save the United States has put 
up the tariff barriers against this 
deluge of cheap foreign goods. Octo- 
ber 1st free trade England raised her 
duties 3J 1/3% on six thousand 
articles. Previously she provided spe- 
cial duty against German goods of 
50 per cent, and a depreciated curren- 
cy provision of 75 per cent. 

"The question now whether the 
import duties levied by the United 
States shall be calculated upon for- 
eign or American valuation basis is 
perhaps the most important Import 
tariff issue seriously considered by 
the Congress since 1833. 

"The existing foreign valuation 
system it without doubt the weakest

ever enacted. Thereunder, ordinarily 

to introduce foreign merchandise 
into the commerce of the United 
States, in competition with American 
productions, nu single oath by the 
foreigner is required a< to their value, 
or is otherwise made necessary. 

"It is absolutely impossible under 
the existing law to gain accurate in- 
formation as to foreign home market 
values. Under our existing system, 
every appraiser throughout the United 
States is presumed every morning 
that he goes to his office to have 
knowledge of the market value of 
every imported article in every 
country of the United States export- 
ing hereto. 

"No appraising officer in the United 
States is supplied by any efficient 
means of acquiring or of being sup- 
plied with this information. He has 
before him invoices only which indi- 
cate, if anything, export value alone 
in the country of exportation. This 
throws but little if any light upon 
what he is required to know, to wit. 
home market value in the country of 
exportation.
